their /ons and daughters, ſaith facred writ, and /a- 
crificed them unto devils, and ſhed innocent Blosd, &c.

2. To uſher in and ſet up a more viſible, ſpiri- 
tual, or eccleſiaſtical flate on earth, than ever be 
had before ſince the beginning of the world, attend- 
ed with external glory and outward grandeur, which 
in the apoſtle's davs he had laid the foundation of; 
but till the th head, or imperial Power was re- 
moved, he could not thoroughly effect nor eſtabliſh it 
(which fell out between four and five hundred years 
after Chriſt), And to the end he might accompliſh 
it, Apollyon ſaw it would be neceſſary to get the 
helliſh enemy to do the work for him, who in the 
Acripture is called The Man of Sin. And though I 
repreſent him here as a ſervant, yet the Devil re- 
ſolved to make him a Lord; yea, a Lord of Lords ; 
Nay, no leſs than a God 7 and to exalt him far above 
all that are called Gods ; yea above the God of Gods ; 
and to ſet him in the Temple, wiz. the church, to 
ſhew himſelf to be God, that is, to aſſume that to 
himſelf which only belongs to the ever bleſſed God. 
"This is he who bath been brought in after the 
.avorking ef Satan, with all power, figns, and lying 
ondtrs; and with all deceiveableneſs of wnrighteou/- 
meſs in them that periſh, &e. This is he whom 
they call Head and Huſband'of the Church ; the Ficar 
of Chriſt over the whole world; God's Vicegerent; 
eter's Succeſſor ; the Head and Center of Unity-: 
but, in the ſcripture, called Anti Chrift ; the Marx 
of Sin; the Son of Perdetion ; the Beaſt that came out 
of the earth with two horns like a Lamb, but a voice 
like a Dragon; the falſe Prophet; the iale m_—_— 
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and evil Servant ; and indeed, the only Univer/al 


# Head of this Falſe Church, or Eccliſiaſtical State, 
that Apollyon bath introduced or ſet up, by the help 
of Sin, in the world, to deceive, ruin, and deſtroy 


the ſouls of men. 

Sin now began to brandiſh his victorious ſword, 
and vaunt himſelf in his d!/abolical fovercignty. If 
you are for religion, or will be religious, you ſhall 
have one that ſhall ſuit your /en/ual appetites, and 
will agree with your worldly intereſt, For when 
Apollyon ſaw that the inward /ife and poaver of the 
Chriſtian religion was generally gone, and yet the 
people affected the name of Chriſt, and would net 
be ſatisfied without ſome way or manner of worſhip, 
then he began to ere this falſe form and image of 
Chriſtianity, or ſet up Counterfeit Godlineſs ; and 
fince men knew not what belonged to the inward 
beauty and glory of Grace and True Godlineſs, he 
was reſolved to make it up in an outward manner, 
that it might appear amiable to all ſuch that had 
no more than fleſhly eyes to ſee with, 

The enemy at this time roared like a mighty and 
over-grown monſter, and ſent out bx/ls, threatening 
to * and devour all who would not worſhip the 
Beaſt and his Image, or receive his mark in their 
foreheads : nay, in good earneſt, thuſe who would 
not ſacrifice their reaſon, conſcience, and religion to the 
luſt and ambition of this tyrant, and adore his golden 
image, were not to be ſuffered to buy or fell, nor 
indeed to live; and therefore he deviſed, by the 
belp of Apollyon, all ſorts of cruel tortures and tor. 
ments to be inflicted on all manner of people, both 
young and old, high and low, rich and poor, bond 
and — who refuſed to worſhip gods of gold, fil- 
ver, braſs, iron; nay, and a ſtrange idol he. had 
made of a wafer-cake ; by which means they mur- 
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dered many thouſands, if not millions of thouſands, 
of the poor, innocent ſaints and ſervants of God, | 


in ſuch ſort. that every ftreet of the great city Ba- 
bylon became like a mere fhambles to quarter 
our the limbs of men, women, and children ; ten, 
twenty, thirty, forty, an hundred, nay, two hun- 
dred thouſand ſouls have been ſacrificed before they 
did give over; as witneſs the riß Maſſacre, &c. 
Some he cauſed to be burned, ſome to be roaſted 
alive, ſome their /kins Head off, others hanged by 
the hairs of their heads; poiſoning, ſtarving, drown- 
ing, and any other kind of death Apollyon could 
deviſe, were the poor ſaints and lovers of True 
Godlineſ put to, and that by ſuch who called them- 
ſelves Chriffians. 

But, ſince we have brought him down very near 
to the days whertin we live, and alſo hear he is 
ſtill upon his progreſs, wandering up and down in 
as eager purſuit of his helliſh enterprize as ever; 
let us now give over, and treat of his preſent Travels 
in this and other nations. '

Shewing how Peccatum, alias Sin, came into a Coun- 
try. called Non- Age; and of the ſtrange Projects 
he played there. 


IE having brought down our hiſtory of this 
cruel enemy to theſe latter times ; *tis very 
neceflary to give you ſome account of his preſent 
Travels, and ſhew what propre he makes among 
the people of this generation : and that we may do 
it the better, we ſhall begin with his entering into 
2 great, though weak country, called WIN 
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(he having intelligence from Apollyon, that a great 
number of feeble people, of a mall ſtature, were 
two or three years ago, by common fate, though 
through much difficulty, come into this kingdom, 
and for a ſhort time were to continue in this coun- 
try, he was revolved to vitit them). But the Prince

well managed, to the increaſing, ftrengthening, and 
enlarging of his kingdom, or otherwiſe prove to 
the great hurt thereof, firſt called a council in hell, 
to adviſe what was fitteſt to be done at this juncture. 
And having held their treacherous conſultations, 
and come to agreement, Apollyor, with winged 
ſpeed, repairs to Peccatum, alius Sin, to ſuggeſt to 
him what was agreed upon, and to inſtruct him 
how to manage his affairs in the country of Nox- 
Age; whom he addrefled himſelf to after this 
manner: 

Moft dear aud, mighty Peccatum, the great Lord

Now, no ſooner had &i received his inſtructions, 
but he haſted away as on eagle's wings, and ſud- 
denly invaded the whole country of Non-Age. And 
to the end he might fully effect this helliſh intrigue, 
he reſolved that a great part of the weak and 
feeble inhabitants ſhould be tutored by Mrs. Ana- 
rance; to whom Apellyon directed his ſpeech af- 
ter this ſort;

in this great work ; for 1 ſhould be glad if ſhe had the 
education of all the children in the whole world, I have 
ſuch a weneration for her. | 

Sin, upon this, immediately laid about him, and. 
indeed wonderfully ſucceeded in this his firſt at- 
tempt, by the help of the Prince of Darkneſs ; inſo- 
much that abundance of thoſe poor ſouls, where-- 
of none were above the age of twelve or fourteen 
years, were trained up in groſs zgnorance and Blind-

And 
thus, being bravely drefled up, and the ſparks o 
pride kindled in them, they go with ſtretched-out 
necks, and haughty hearts, fo in a ſhort time the 
are too high and proud to know almoſt any body;

Lowe, let in another deſtructire tutor, Who 
taught them to lie, diſſemble, and egulvocatè; ſo 
that in a ſhort time there was no believing hardly 
a word the poor children ſpoke; For having told 
two or three notorious lies, and eſcaped withaà little 
chiding, without correction, they grew very im- 
pudent and vile, not caring what they faid to ex- 
cuſe themſelves, when taken in other faults, And 
not only Hate-Truth, but Stubborn, and Self- Will 
too, by this very means came to be their tutors

bhHeauing how Tyrant Sin came in his Travels in- 
to the great Country of Commerce, where Former- 
ly flood a famous Town called Morality; and 
<what fearful Work he made there. 


S1 N, that cruel enemy, and deſtroyer of ſouls, 

having thus enlarged his territories, and ſettled 
all things in the great city Sen/uality, and left part 
of his retinue and attendance, with many infernal 
ſpirits, to watch night and day, to keep all in 
Carnal Security there; was reſolved (in company 
with Apollyon) to travel: farther: and in a ſhort 
time he came into the country of Commerce, where 
ſtood in former times that famous and honeſ 
town, called Morality ; which he took np a reſo- 
Jution to ruin and lay under ground ; or, other- 
wiſe, by ſecret policy, undo, or utterly beguile 
or deceive all the inhabitants, Now, this town, 
as I ſaid; had formerly been in great eſteem, be- 
irfp a place of good trade; and many honeſt and 
well-meaning people dwelt in it: but this curſed 
traveller, it appears, had been in it of latter times 
before now, and by his ſubtlety had made ita poor 
and deſpiſed village, and very thin alſo of inhabi- 
tants ; yet was not ſatisfied, but deſigns to raze it, 
if poſſible, to the very foundations thereof, 

But ſince he is got into the country, and hath 
alſo entered the town, let us obſerve his preſent 
enterprize.

fell their commodities under the market price 
(he underſtanding their neceſſit ies). 

And then he ſtirred up another, not to lend 
money to any, though in never ſuch diſtreſs, 
without extortion, or unconſcionable intereſt ; 
nay, nor without a pawn too, or elſe not a penny to 
be had. | 

Moreover, ſome he enticeth to monopolize, or 
engroſs commodities. ſo into their own hands, that 
none might ſell thereof, to gain any thing by them 
but themſelves. | 

Divers others, who for a while ſeemed ſober 
perſons, and might have lived till in the town of 
Morality, in good credit, he allured to luſts and 
wanconneſs; by which means he ſent them to 
dwell in the city Senſuality. 

Likewiſe, many that were poor, he teaches to 
break their word and promiſes ; and at laſt, their 
bends and covenants, nay, and oaths too; and 
never left them, until he, by the aid of the devil, 
had made thieves of them, and ſent them to ſtand 
upon the highway. 

*Alſo, ſome he cauſed, in ſeveral kingdoms, go 
deal unrighteouſty, and ſubvert law «nd juſtice, by 
which means ſad havock is made in the country of 
Commerce, and town of Morality, throughout the 
world; which cauſed the prophet to cry out of 
old, Fer our tranſzrefſions are multiplied before 
Thee, and our fins teſtify againſt u' : for our tranſ= 
grelſions are with us, and as for our iniquitits, aus 
know them. 

In tranſgre//ing and lying againſt the Lord, and de- 
parting away from our Cod; ſpeating oppreſſion and. 
revolt, conceiving and uttering from the heart words of 


falſhood. 


And judgment is turned away backward; and 
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Jufirce flandeth afar off: for truth is fallen in the 


fireets, and equity cannot enter. 

Yea, truth faileth, and he that departeth from 
evil, maketh himſelf a prey: and the Lord Jaw it, 
and it difpleaſed him, that there was no jucgment. 

Many he provoketh to borrow money, and hve 
high, when they know in "their conſciences they 
are not able to pay it: and af.er they have run 
into many mens debts, they may make a break 
of it, when they have not five fhillings in the 
pound, perhaps,' to offer their creditors. 

Some others he cauſcs, when far in debt, to con- 
felis judgments, on purpoſe to cheat their neigh- 
bours, : / 
And that which is the worſt of all, he hath en- 
ticed many of Jatter times to ſhut up their ſhops, 
to make people think they were undone by the 
badneſs of the times and trade; and fo were 
forced to call their creditors together, being wil- 
ling,, forſooth, to pay as far as they have; and 
that not above eight or ten ſhillings in the pound, 
when in truth, at the ſam, time, they were 
worth ſome hundieds. Alas! the whole deſign 
was but to cheat others, that they might enrich 
themſelves, | 
But by this device many honeſt people have 
been undone ; and by ſuch too, whom they little 
ſuſpected would have been led by the devil to be- 
come the worſt of thieves and robbers: for they 
outdo thoſe who ſtand on the highway; for theſe 
more ſecretly and inſenſibly rob and undo the peo- 
ple they trade with. The common thief men pro- 
vide for; being aware of him, they know the bet- 
ter how to ſecure themſelves. 

Now, theſe are ſome of thoſe projets Sin plays 
in theſe parts, whereby the country of Commerce 
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is ſtrangely ſpoiled, there being hardly an honeſt 
man in it: for nuw-a-days no man knows whom to 
truſt, nor trade with. 

But, ſhould I open all the ways, tricks, and- 
inventions of Si and Satan, by which che town of 
Morality is invaded, and like utterly to be ſpoiled, 
it would fill a great volume: the truth is, tis ſadly 
battered down, and the ſtreets are thin of people, 
as in a plague time. Old fa her Hon ty, and 
goodman Jꝝ Dealing, are both dead; ſo that if 


you aſk for either of thoſe names, no-body knows |, 


how to direct you. Commodities are praiſed by 
the ſeller, when he knows they are naught; and 


diſ-praiſed by rhe buyer, when be tecs they are. 


good. Ualawtul profit is took, and yer cries the 
ſhop-keeper, I cannot afford it cleaper. And ano- 
ther cries (nay, and ſwears too, may be,) He avill 
ot abate a fartbing: and yet, perhaps, rather than 
loſe his cuſlomer, he takes many pence, it not ſhil- 
lings leſs : and all the time they perceive not the 
Traveller, nor Satan neither, ſtanding at their el- 
bow, . prompting hem thus to do, and laughin 
to fee What a number of true flaves and vaſlals lie 
has got in this country; for every one ſeeks to 
ſupplant his brother. 

Now Sin having done his worſt in this place, and 
almoſt quite ruined the inhabitznts, and leit few of 
the ancient houſes ſtanding (and thoſe fo defaced 
too, that now it may rather be called /mmorality, 
than by the name it was formerly known by}, tra- 
velled farther. | 
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Shewwing how Sin, alias Ungodlineſs, came int 
the great City. Babylon; aad of the myſteriou; 
Exploits and miſchievous Work he made there, 


THE «4yrannical traveller, Sin, alias Ungodli- 
neſs, came at laſt to viſit an ancient city, 
which abuve twelve hundred years ago he had 
erected, after a new and myſterious faſhion, in the 
conhnes of the vaſt country Sex/uality, and 'tis 
called Great Babylon. 

Indeed it was high time for him to haſte to this 
City, it being the only place of ſecurity for bim; 
tor there he may have a pardon (they ſay) on eaſy. 
terms, for all the villainy that he has done. 

Bui before I proceed to ſpeak of the trade, cuſ- 
toms, and privileges of this great city, it may not 
be amiſs to ſpeak alittle concerning the fituation of 
the place. — 

Know then, that the palace, or chief ſeat of the 
king of Babylon, is built upon ſeven bills; where 
al\o hath been leven forts of governments. 

Alſo, by another mark the city is, diſtinguiſhed: 
from al! other cities in the world, vi. tis ſaid to 
Teige over the kings of the earth.

As 10 its foundation; it is (as they ſay) built 
1pon St. Peter, not upon Chrift ; and yer St. Paul. 
aith, Another foundation can no man lay than that 
which ts laid, abbich is Jeſus Chriſt, 1 Cor. iii. 11. 
Bur 1s this city Babylon indeed built upon Peter ? 
pon his perſon it cannot; that is ridiculous to 
uppoſe : upon his doctrine, confeſſion of Chtiſt, 
and holy example it is not; then it mult be upon 
his defection : you know he denied his matter. 
)! there the foundation was laid; for the truth 
is, Apollyon and Sin raiſed this ſtrange and myſteri- 
dus ſtructure in the ruins of the outward court of 
the holy city, and built it upon Apaſtacy, Hereſy, 
laſphemy, Uſurpation, Judaiſm, Paganiſm, impe- 
ous Decrees, Decretals, Canons, Ceremonies, Tra— 
/itions, Superſtitions, and Univritten Herities, or ra- 
ther very Lyes.. | 

Moreover, the walls of the city are ſtrong, 
which are theſe following: 1. Ignorance. 2. Abe 
iſm, 3. Senſual Pleaſures, Honours, Riches. 4. Par- 
dons, Abſolutions, Indulgence, Inquifition. 5. Blood, . 
Maſſacres, Perſecution, Crueltics, Fire and Sword, 
Kc. 6, Civil, Keclrfgaftical, and Univer/al Porver,. 
or pretended Supremacy over {nperors, Kings, 
Princes, Nobles, Churches, and all Nations and Peo- 
ple of the Earth, 7. Infallibilitz. 

'Tis needful alſo for you to know, that Sz nath 
much work to. do in this place; for. as he (by the 
ſubtle and myſterious working and aid he had fro, 
Apollyon) did firſt erect it, ſo doth he ſtill uphold, 
ſtrengthen, and repair it; for it hath in theie lat- 
ter. times gone ſomewhat to decay, by means of the; 
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you wars that have been made againſt it by the 
amb and his follosers. | 

Now, that whi:h Sz by craft and ſubtlety hath 
done to raiſe its fame, and enlarge its borders, was, 
partly the great miracles it is ſaid) he wrought in 
the midſt of it, to deceive the poor, ignorant, and 
blind inhabitants, which indeed were the ſtrangeſt 
that ever were heard of in the world, 

But that which ſpoils all, is the epithet the Ho- 
ly Apoſtle gives them, by calling them Lying Sign 
and Wonders : what kind of miracles they arr, you 
have them recorded in divers treatiſes, to which 
we ſhall refer you.

Chri and God the Father ; and yet to be ſo humble, 
meek, and lowly-minded, as to be content to be 
called The Servant of Servants. 
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7. Lo Naughter, kill, and barbaroully murder 
ath men, women, and children, that dare not be ſo— 
ras, wicked as themirlves, and yet be full of mercy, 
in tender pity, and compaſſion, as an apoſtle, Hepherd, 
and Mvicar, and fuccrſſor vt the meck. and lamb-like: 
zeſt se. 
8. Toxaſt the truth to the ground, deface God's: 
To. law, and burn the Holy Bible, and yet be he true 
ions Noltneſſes to it, and maintainers of it. 
youſ 9. To foment wars and broils in moſt nations, 
ich ſnd contrive the ruin of. many kingdoms by fire, 
ſword, and cruel devaſtations, and yet be as harms 
as dowes to all mankind, | 

10. For a people to be confederate, and join in 
vith; and be guilty. of all theſe unparalleled vil- 
lainies and rapacious murders, and yet be the Holy 

atholic Church of God, the pure and fpotlefs Jpouſe 
F Chriſt, his harmleſs lambs, the only orth 
hriftians, and true followers of the primitive ſaints. 

11. To ſay, the church cannot err, though God 
and all the world knows there are not ſuch great 
rrors in principles, nor like enormities, curſed actions, 
ruel and immoral practices in the world.

Laſtly, The enemy teaches the inhabitants of 
this great city the rare art and myſtery of Egui- 
vocation, by which he is had in great veneration 
amongſt them.

4. Now, as the trade and commerce of this city 
hes pri neipally in merchandize fetched from afar, 
ſo there is alſo a plorious river which runs through 
every ſtreer, which is navigable, by means of 
which all thoſe glorious commodities are con- 
veyed to it, whereby the city is wonderfully en- 
riched. Now this river proceeds from the Throne 
of God and the Lamb, and is as clear as chryſtal ; 
the nature alſo of the water of this river is ad- 
mirable. 

As touching the privileges, franchiſes, and im- 
munities of this ſpiritual city, as they are great, ſo 
are they good, 

1. Freedom from Sin; that is, from the guile, 
filth, power, and puniſhmeitt thereof, which com- 
prehends pardon of all iniquity, This freedom 
coſt dear; no leſs than the price of Chriſt's moſt 
precious blood.

Fel- 
lowſhip with ſaints, 10. Peace of Conſcience. 11. 
Foy in the Holy Ghoſt. 12. A glorious habitation in 
this city. 13. Divine Protect ion, or ſure refuge in 
God. 14. A right to the city flock, auhich is the un- 

ſearchable riches of Chrift. Among many. other 
things reſpecting the city-ftock, theſe three are 
comprehended: 1. A right to all the prayers made 
there. 2. To the promiſes that belong to it. 3. The 


flock or ftore of proviſion laid up in it; God w_ 
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ſaid, He will ſatisfy his poor cbt bread. 15. Liberty 
or a proper right to come and drink of, and æuaſb im 
and have all other bleſſings of, the river before-men- 
tioned. 16. Arigbt of voice in chuſing all ſorts of 
officers. 17. The benefit of the city guard, awhich 
are an innumerable hoft of angels. 18. An aſſurance 
of eiernal life, 19. Laſtly, When they die, to go to 
Chrift, or to have a dwelling-place with the glorified 
ſaints above. 2 

But let this be obſerved, that none but true ci- 
tizens are to have thefe privileges, If any get in 
by policy, whoſe hearts are not right. with God, 
let ſuch know they bave no right in theſe mat- 
ters. . 
Now the reaſon why this city- holds out, not- 
withſtanding tis and has been long belieged by 
theſe mighty armies, who ſeem to come up on the 
breadth of the earth againſt it; is, 

1. Becauſe, though it be but a {mall city (com- 


paratively to the city Segſuality and great Babylon), 


yet tis a ſtrong city, being as you. have heard) 
Bult upon a rock, and the throne of God and the 
Lamb is in it: Ged diuelleth in Zion, fing praiſes ; 
tis the habitation of his bholineß: alſo, in it is a 
ſtrong tower, which is the name of the Lord; and

come againſt it. The murderiag cannon never 
roared out more horror and amazement to mortals, 
than doib the wrath and vengeance of an inceaſed 
God from hence upon all the powers of darkacf : 
he has his bail-Kones and amazing thunder, wy 
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coals of fire, and dreadful arrows, which he now and 


| then lets fly like lightning, to make the inhabitants 
of the earth to tremble. Oh! this is the place of. 


ſecuri:y in the day of trouble; and woe to all them 


that fight againſt mount Zion] Doth Apollyon think. 


to prevail againſt this place? He may indeed tread 
down the outward courts ; but the promiſe is, The

Yet nevertheleſs, Sin, that bloody traveller (tho? 


he lately received a great blow by True Godline/s, 
a d loſt his prey, b ing forced to retreat in much 
diſorder), did not quit his helliſh enterprize againſt 
this town Religion, or the City of God, but was re- 


ſolved to try what he could do in a clandeſtine way, 


in order to the {ſpoiling and ruining of the inhabi- 


tants thereof; which to effect, he forthwith makes 


up to the walls, and having information from his 
maſter Apollyen, that the porter, who had the 


charge of one of the gates, was off his watch, 


he haſted up to ſee if he could not get in there- 


at: the name of the porter is, The Fear of. God ++ 


and by this means he got in part of thoſe armies 


that were headed by.

wg one Hypocriſy in their houſes, as notorious a 
villain as moft in the world. 

3. He got alſo into the city, by the means of a 
beggarly raſcal, called Sloth, alias Security, alias 
Jdlenc)s, who took many of them off from their du. 
ty: theſe much pleaſed themſelves with the bare 
name of Religion and Chriſtianity, crying out, The 
demple of the | fo ! the temple of the Lord ! &c. and yet 
were great ſtrangers to the life and power of Gogli- 
ne/s, having lamps, and but little oil. Alas ! how 
ſhou'd it be otherwiſe? For they were ſo baſely 
drawn aſide, and deceived by Sin, that they neg- 
lected their bukineſs, and not with that care and 
diligence as became them, followed their trade; and 
hereby they grew very poor ard low ia grace, and 
ſpiritual experiences. 

And I think it may not be amiſs to ſhew you here 
how Sloth, Security, and [dlene/s, &c. brought this 
poverty upon them, 

t. It was by cauſing them to be much abroad, 
finding faults in others, when they ſhould have been 
at home. 

2. By cauling them to neglect attending the ex- 
change time; I mean the ſolemn meetings of the ci- 
tizens in the zemple, where God is worthipped, and 
knowledge may be had how their affairs go in hea- 
ven; and alſo by putting off (in a lively and chear- 
ful manner) their duties, ſo that they might have 
glorious returns of God's mercies. 

3. By not keeping their books or accounts care- 
fully, that ſo they might know whether they got or 
loft ; and hence many of them were ignorant how 
things ſtood between God and their poor ſouls;

137 
plague and ſpoil the city, by enticing Mrs. Heart 


to let in amongſt them one Unbelizf,\ alias Diſtruft, 


who perſuaded many got to venture much goods 
on ſhip- board, ſailing being now grown ſo danger- 
ous ; but to drive a poor, petty, private trade, 
Moreover, this home-bred enemy Unbelizf, cauſed 
ſome of them to depart from God, and to doubt 
of his faithfulneſs; by which means their hands 
were greatly weakened, and the enemy prevailed 
exceedingly, 

Alfo, he ſurpriſed ſome of the watchmen, filling 
their hearts with many ſad thoughts, by bringing 
one upon them, called Slaviſb- Fear; who made 
them too much neglect their duties, and not maine 
tain their ground, nor give warning of the approach- 
ing 3 the city was in. 

He did much miſchief to the city, by dividin 
the inhabitants, or cauſing of ſad animoſities — 
diviſtons amongſt them, and thereby alienated their 
affections one from another; niy, and ſome of them 
were prevailed to trade with the city Babylon for a 
parcel of her deteſtable traditions z. and ſome others 
were enticed by the Lu/t of the Eyes, to deal with 
the city Sen/uality for ſome ot her abominable 
faſhions. ; 

Alſo, ſeveral who were looked upon as brave 
champions, were ſecretly and cowardly ſlain by 
him; and others were ſeized and carried away cap- 
tive, who ſall ied out upon the enemy. 

So that in a word, by one means or another, (by 
the help of Apollyon) he greatly ſucceeded in his 
delign upon the Haly City.

Chaſtity. My beauty is (as you ſee) like the ſun, 
and I am fairer than the driven ſnow; and I have 
alſo a pure and ſpotleſs in1i::d ; but this monlter, ha- 
ving knocked down my two poor liſters, Sobriety 
and Temperance, by the exceſs of gluttony, drunk- 
enneſs, &c. thereby were let in two of his own 
baſe. offspring, wiz. Chambering and Wantonne's, 
and they had almoſt forced me: however, I lay 
in a great deal of danger, and hardly eſcaped with 


my life. 


Judge. Have you any other ſiſter that hath not 
been called ? | 
Chaſtity. Yea, my Lord, here is my ſiſter Pru-

Fudge. Come, Mrs, Prudence, pray declare what 


you have to ſay againſt the priſoner. 
Prudence. My Lord, he has done me as much 
wrong as any of my dear liſters, Tis I who teach 
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men and women to make good uſe of their ſeaſons 


| and opportunities, for the good of their ſouls and 


vodies; but this cruel tyrant hath often endeavour. 
ed to deſiroy me, by letting in two other enemies, 
and baſe-bred villains, Ialeneſi and Yain-Hope; ſo 
that the ant, by a certain inſtin& of nature, learns 
more wiſdom in providing her fruit in the ſummer, 
and gathering her meat in harveſt, than I can teach 
mankind. Nay, my Lord, I can hardly now. a- 
days) find a ſervice (though none of the worſt 
houſewives) in city or country ; for if people would 
entertain me, I would ſorn cloath them all with fill 
and purple, and make them coverings of tapeſtry. 

Fudge. I know, Prudence, thou art a painful 
maiden: many women have done virtucuſſy, but thou 
and thy fiſters have excelled them all. I accept of thy 
evidence, and will ſee juſtice done thee and them 
too, with a vengeance.

Sin. My Lord, I have much to ſay: is it not ſad 
I ſhould be abuſed and belyed after this rate ? 

Judge. Belyed, villain ! Wherein ? 

Sin, My Lord, ail manner of evil that ever was 
committed under the ſun, is charged (by ſome of 
theſe witneſſes againſt me), whereas *tis evident the 
devil hath been the chief inſtrument that hath done 
great part of it? 

Judge. But hark! How came he to be a devil? 
He was a good angel at firſt, and therefore let us 
underſtand by what means he is made fo vile as to 
act any of theie horrible deeds againſt the God 
of heaven? Did not you at firſt deceive him ? 
I muſt tell you, it hath been made very evident 
again and again, that you made him a devil; ſo 
that the evil and miſchief he hath done is juſtly to 
be charged upon you, 

Sin. Aye, butyet, if it pleaſe you, I am wreng- 
ed; for much of the wickedneſs that has been, and 
is in the world, has been occalioned by man's own 
evil heart. 

Judge. Tu a vain thing to uſe this /erpentine cun- 
zing here: pray how came the heart of man to ” 
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ſo evil? Was it not a good and honeſt heart befor

Sin. I have got a pardon here for many crimes I 


am Charged with (from bis Holineſs). Pray let me 
have the benefit of a council to plead for me. 

Fudge. Who would you truſt your cauſe with ? 

Sin Ignatius Loyola, Bellarmine, &c. 

Fudge, This court can't admit of criminals to be 
council for a malefadtor, who have been caſhiered 
and degraded long ago. | 

Yet we wyl give you all the fair play imaginable : 
come, we will weigh the validity or ſtrength of 
your pardon. Pray, how came his Holine/s to have 


the power to pardon yon; ſince 'tis politively faid, 


none can fergive fins but God Though "tis granted 
a man may forgiwe his brother that has treſpaſſed 
againſt him, fo far as he is injured thereby; yet he 
cannot forgive the offence, as 'tis againſt God: but 
you are charged with the higheſt treaſons that ever 
were committed againſt the majeſty of Heaven; and 
though a ſinner may be forgiven, yet Sin muſt die; 
that was ever the ſenſe of that juſt law and law- 
maker by which you are tried. 
Sin. Good my Lord, pity me, a pſalm of mercy!

Judge. Dis high time therefore to rid the ſoul of 
man ot you. I muſt proceed to your ſentence, X 
Upon this the Attorney-General, Divine- 7 uſtice, 
ſtood up, and ſpoke to this purpoſe : My Lord, I re- 
quire judgment not only to paſs againſt the priſoner Sin, 
but alſo againſ! the Sinner tos; for they are guilty of 
his crimes before God, and it flands not confeftent with

the law, to juſlice, and infinite holineſs, There- 
fore the ſentence 1s this : 

Sia, thou haft been arraigned, tried, and found 
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guilty of all thoſe bloody, amazing, and abomi- 
nable crimes, as. treaſon, murder, Fe. charged 
againſt thee: therefore, every ſoul who is thorough- 
ly convinced} of his notorious evils, and doth in 
loving, and liking, and entertaining, hearti- 
ly confeſs and forſake thee, &c. and apply the 
virtue of Chriſt's bleod as the only remedy, 
he ſhall live, and be forgiven : but thou ſhalt die 
without mercy, and they, by the help of God's 
fpirits, ſhall cruciſy thee; neither ſhall they have 
their lives and pardon upon any other terms: for 
either they mult die, or thou muſt be flain, mor- 
tified, and crucified in them, and by them. 

But all you who do not this, (pray hear your 
ſentence) wiz. confeſs, leave, loath, and utterly 
forſake Sin, this deteſtable and odious enemy, and 
apply the virtue of Chriſt's blood, as the only 
means which hath ſatisfied the juſtice, and made 
an atonement for you, but ſhall ſtill love, live in, 
and entertain this curſed monſter, ſhall every one 
of you remain in the hands of divine wrath until 
you die, and then your ſouls ſhall go to torment ; 
and in the dreadful day of judgment, bodies and 
ſouls too, with Sin, whom you have ſo dearl 
loved, ſhall be caſt into the lake that burneth wit 
fire and brimttone, there to remain with incon- 
ceivable torments for ever and ever. 

Upon this, with ſuch joy that no tongue 1s able 
to expreſs, ſome poor ſouls took hold of God's 
gracious mercy, and were pardoned . but the great- 
eſt part made light of all that was ſaid, and ſeem» 
ed to ſet the court at nought, being hardened in 
their fins, becauſe the ſentence againſ their evil 


deeds was not preſently executed; ſo that they
